HERO RESGUE

perienced mountain climber would 
risk, came near to ending in dis- 
aster near Kelly’s Camp for two 


Los Angeles youths on New 
| Year’s day. 
Tom Otte, 331144 West 89th 


street, and Orval Robertson, 146%, 
West 31st street, took “the short- 
est way down” from the icy 
slopes of Ontario peak and as a 
result they spent more than four 
hours clinging precariously ‘to 
light shrubs on the brink of 4 
Precipice, not daring to move. 

The two men, with a companion 
whose name was not learned by 
the rescuers, hiked to Kelley's 
camp, high in Ice House canyon. 
On the return trip, Otte and Rob- 
értson decided to take the short 
éat down; the third man followed 
thd #egular trail. . 

Upofi reaching Ice House can- 
yon resort, the companion found 
the other two had not arrived and 
he set out to find them. Some 
way up the trail he’ saw his 
friends marooned on the icy slope 
and using Alpine yodeling’ tactics, 
he called to them to hang on 
while he summoned aid, 

AID SUMMONED 

Back at the resort he enlisted 
the aid of Clifford. Plank, owner 
of Trail End camp, and Bob 
Chapman, son of Mr. and Mrs. C. 
R. Chapman of Ice House canyon 
resort. The two men, experienc- 
ed mountaineers, equipped them- 
selves with ice axes, ropes and 
Alpine spikes and after consider- 
able perilous . climbing reached 
the stranded hikers, _ 

They found Otte had slipped on 
the ice and plunged downward 
more than 50 feet, his dash to 
certain death being checked only 
at the very edge of the precipice, 
where he held fast to a shrub, 
unable to move without losing’ ‘his 
hold,

The 
recommendations are based on the 
supervisors audit report of welfare 
administration and the tax. com- 
mittee of the Farm Bureau has 
presented them unoifically to the 
board of supervisors for study. 

The Farm Bureau, Virene said, 
recommends the following 10 point 
procedure be applied to indigent 
aid and in major part to each of 
the types of aid to the needy ad- 
ministered by the county: 

1. Make a complete audit of 
eligibility factors for all persons 
now receiving indigent aid. 

2. Thoroughly investigate . the 
eligibility of all persons applying 
for aid. 

3. Determination of eligibility 
to include complete investigation 
of: 
Property, responsible relatives, 
employment possibility, proper re- 
lief authority, residence — state 
and county, aid that may be given 
to other members of the family. 

4, Require social workers to 
certify that they have examined 
into eligibility of the case tu the 
fullest possible extent at both the 
time of application and monthly 
re-examination, 

5. Require that factors relating 
to eligibility be segregated in the 
case history so that the review by 


case supervisor and the audit will 
be expedited.
